According to Lt. Walsh of the 
fire department, a passing-motorist 
reported gas fumes in the vicinity 
of the Sunoco station to fire 
officials early in the evening. 
Engine Five was dispatched to the 
scene and tests were made at a 
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Gas fumes vented 
from Main Street manhole 


manhole for natural gas and 
gasoline. Officials of Colonial Gas, 
the telephone company, town 
officials who handle emergency 
response, state police, and the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection were called to the scene. 
According to Wilmington Health 
Director Greg Erickson, the local 
emergency plan for chemical spills 
was followed and tests revealed 
both natural gas and gasoline were 
escaping from the manhole. 

When DEP officials returned 


Wednesday morning, they mea 
sured the amount of fumes in the 
vicinity and discovered they were 
at "an explosive level." Manholes 
were opened to vent the fumes and 
mechanical means were also em 
ployed to hasten the process, said 
Erickson. He added, to his know- 
ledge, no one was overcome by the 
fumes, : 
Erickson speculated that the 
natural gas "most likely" came 
from a line being hit during area 
Construction, He said there were a

School officials want problems 
addressed without public debate

A letter outlining concerns over 
the way the Wilmington School 
Committee conducts business 
evoked a strong response last week. 

The letter, dated October 4, was 
signed by the 14 principals and 
directors in the school system and 
read as part of correspondance at 
the last meeting of the school 
board 

The letter targets the recent 
practice of some board members of 
bringing up telephone complaints 
without revealing the caller's 
identity or giving prior notice to 
the staff. Administrators suggested 
the commitice refer parents to the 
proper person in the system's chain 
of command to resolve the issue 
and not air the complaint publicly. 

In part, the letter states that 
principals and directors are "very 
uncomfortable with the practice of 
questioning administrators at mee- 
tings about rumors, charges, or 
‘gripes’ they have received on the 
telephone without first referring 
the complainant directly to the 
alleged source for possible 
resolution.” 

Though no one commented on the 
letter's contents at the October 10 
meeting, when contacted by the 
Town Crier, both sides expressed 
frustration with the direction in 
which the board is moving.

School officials monitor 
budget for problems

Wilmington school administra- 
tors are carefully monitoring some 
potential budget problems, ac- 
cording to Business Manager Peter 
DeRoeve. 

In a budget update, DeRoeve 
recently told the Wilmington 
School Committee though, overall, 
budget figures are in line, he was 
concerned about a few areas. 
DeRoeve said extended leaves by 
sick personnel could cost $25,000, 
unemployment costs have already 
climbed to $34,000, and the system 
was getting hit by higher fuel 
charges. He explained one trans- 
portation company has had a fuel 
increase from $1.08 a gallon to 
$1.43 a gallon. In addition, De 


Roeve pointed out he was "very 
concemed" about cuts in the special 
education program. Another area 
of concern is the impact of 
Question Three, should voters pass 
it and succeed in rolling back taxes 
to the 1988 level. The manager said 
there was no way to know the 
impact until the numbers come in. 

"I'm not worried yet but I'm 
concerned overall. I'll probably 
panic around December or the first 
of January; laughed DeRoeve. 

Committee Chairman Shirley 
Callan asked Supt. William Fay to 
draft options in case Question 
Three is approved so the com- 
mittee knows ahead of time what 
they have to deal with. 


Treatment plant . 
conditionally approved 


ICI Resins of Main Street, 
Wilmington, located near the 
Town Farm bridge was given a 
conditional approval of its 
proposed waste water treatment 
plant, by the Wilmington Water 
Commissioners October 18. The 
discussion ran 15 minutes 
overtime, as Commissioner Noel 
Baratta ui representatives of ICI, 
Larry Fitch, Lauris Sterns, acting 
engineer and Jack Josti, consulting 
engineer discussed the technical 
details 

The proposed waster water plant 
is to replace the present sewer 
system which goes across country 
into Textron (Avco) property, and 
then to the Boston sewer. The new 
plant will discharge directly into 
the sewer line which is in the 
right-of-way for the Lowell 
railroad. 

Chairman Arthur Smith 
remarked during the conversation 
that much of the discussion of ICI 


with Mr. Baratta concerned the 
same items in which the MWRA 
Sewer personnel would be 
concerned, If the conversation had 
been held prior to the MWRA 
conversations approval by the 
Wilmington commissioners would 
have obviated much of the time that 
has been spent on the plans with 
MWRA sewer authorities. The 
Wilmington sewer department, 
through its own facilities and those 
of its consultants can handle all the 
details, Smith said. 

Baratta is the chief engineer of 
the sewer department of the MDC, 
in Boston, and handles the technical 
details of engineering for the 
Commissioners. Chairman Smith 
handles the contracting details, and 
Commissioner Ring is in charge of 
financial details. 

The three commissioners have 
been invited to inspect the new 
waste water treatment plant, after 
it has been completed. 


Teachers to apply 
for mini-grants

Five $300 grants will be awarded 
to Wilmington teachers this school 
year courtesy of the Wilmington 
Business/School Partnership. The 
grants are part of a new mini-grant 
program designed to encourage 
more creativity in public schools, 
develop more effective methods of 
instruction, and to reward imagi- 
native education programs. 
Partnership Coordinator Al Fes- 
senden said all teachers have been 
encouraged to apply for the grants 
and to return their applications by 
the November 3rd deadline. The 
grants will be awarded on a 
competitive basis in January and 
must be used before June 1991. 


In the application the teachers are 
asked to describe their project, 
outline whether their objectives are 
realistic and worthwhile, and an- 
swer several questions pertaining 
to their proposal.

Miceli fails to show 
for debate challenge

A second debate between State 
Rep. James Miceli and his Repub- 
lican opponent Kevin Sowyrda 
may well be remembered as the 
no-show debate. Sowyrda was 
present. Miceli was not. 

The debate between the candi- 
dates for representative of the 20th 
Middlesex District was held 
Tuesday at Wilmington's Knights 
of Columbus Hall. In an 
advertisement last week, Sowyrda 
publicly challenged Miceli to 
another debate as a follow-up to 
one sponsored by the Wilmington 
League of Women Voters. When 
Miceli did not show up, Sowyrda 
called his residence and was told 
the incumbent would not be 
coming, despite prior statements to 
the press he would debate his 
opponent anywhere, anytime. 

Sowyrda spent the next 45 mi- 
nutes making an opening statement 
and answering questions from the 
30 or so residents who were in 
attendance. The forum was taped 
for a cable TV broadcast. 

Sowyrda lost no time in issuing 
another. challenge to the 
incumbent. 

"Why is he afraid? We ask that 


li did voters a "dis- 
service" by refusing a second 
debate. 

Sowyrda also made reference to 
the tape of the first confrontation 
saying he was told it finally aired in 
Tewksbury. But the repeat broad- 
cast had no audio. There had been 
some delay in showing the tape to 
Tewksbury cable subscribers 
because sclecumen had to give their 
approval before the tape could be 
aired. 

In his opening comments, the 
challenger said the fundamental 
issue in this campaign is whether 
voters have a right to hold 
incumbents responsible for the 
state's fiscal problems. Sowyrda 
said it was his feeling present 
legislators are responsible for 
“waste upon waste upon waste at 
Beacon Hill.” 

Sowyrda then fielded questions 
on such issues as accessibility, the 
upcoming ballot questions, the 


- welfare and judicial systems, 


spending by state agencies like the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles, and 
higher education. 

Sowyrda assured residents, he 
would be accessible if elected to 
office. He said he would follow 
through on a “unique kind of 
constituent service" which would 
involve weekly visits to different 
neighborhoods in his district. 

The candidate said he favors a 
local welfare board to clean up the 
"phenomenal" welfare abuse in 
Massachusetts. 

"We can still be compassionate," 
Sowyrda explained, but added 
welfare abuse like giving welfare 
to illegal aliens "can't go on." 

Sowyrda claimed there is a lack 


of accountability in the state's 
judicial system. He said he would 
abolish the Governor's Council 
because it's in "a sorry state.” 
Sowyrda also favored abolishing

Miceli waved away 
questions and instead issued a rapid 
fire statement attacking this 
reporter and the Town Crier. In 
his statement, Miceli said he knew 
about the second debate but denied 
he received an invitation.

The point on which the candidates 
;» seemed to differ the most was on 
party affiliation. In a couple of 
. instances, the candidates used left- 
»-over time on questions to insert 
their feelings as to which party was 


responsible for or could best 
handlethe state's fiscal crisis. 

"I am ready to challenge the 
Democratic leadership that has 
crippled this state,"said Republican 
Krekorian, 

Democrat Trainor urged voters 
Not to reject a candidate simply for 
party affiliation. “It's the people, 
not the party,” she said. 

Perhaps the hottest issue on the 
ballot is Question 3, the CLT tax- 
rollback petition.Krekorian said he 
would vote for it, but support a 
six-month delay in its implemen- 
tation to ward off its drastic 
impact. 

He said he believed the question 
would force line-item review in the 
budget, which he supports. 

Trainor said she would vote 
against it as a voter, but if it passes, 
she would work to implement what 
the voter decides. A delay, she said, 
would be ignoring the voters. 

The third harbor tunnel project 
was another area that brought out 
differing positions. Trainor called 
the project environmentally un- 
sound and a solution to the wrong 
problem, saying that more study is 
needed. She advocated moving 
more flights away from Logan. 

Krekorian said he supports the 
tunnel, calling the project essential. 
Not only would it speed traffic 


through from the Mass Pike to the 
airport, but it would also provide 
11,000 to 15,000 jobs, with 90 
percent of the money coming from 
the federal government. 

Krekorian supports the death 
penalty for first-degree murder, 
while Trainor is opposed to capital 
punishment. Both are critical of the 
prison system as too lax. Krekorian 
called it a "country club environ- 
ment." 

Neither candidate, though, is in 
favor of a ban on firearms. "When 
you seek to ban firearms you 
punish lawful owners,” said 
Krekorian. 

Trainor called Massachusetts one 
of the most regulated states in the 
union. The problem, she said, is 
that we don't enforce the regula- 
tions we have. She said that one 
problem was clarification of the 
definition of weapons. 

On abortion, both candidates are 
pro-choice. Trainor called the 
decision for anyone considering 
abortion personal, private and 
painful. She said she did not believe 
the government had a place in that 
decision. 

Krekorian, although pro-choice, 
said he was opposed to a constitu- 
tional amendment on third tri-mes- 
ter abortions. He does not want to 
see the abolition of parental 
consent for teenagers.

"The courts are in as bad or 
worse situation as the budget mess 
on Beacon Hill, but people just 
aren't aware of it yet," said John 
Harris, Republican candidate for 
Governor's Council. The council is 
an elected body that reviews 
judicial appointments and cost 
overruns on state contracts. 

Harris, a resident of Andover, is 
running against Dr, John Markey, 
a North Andover chiropractor who 
has been on the council for 14 
years. The Sth district includes all 
of Essex County plus five towns in 

‘Middlesex County, including Wil- 
»mington and Tewksbury. 

s. The Governor's Council is an 
Geight-member board responsible 
for approving the governor's ap- 

“pointments of judges, overseeing 

“disbursement of the weekly pay 

warrants and investigating pa- 
roles, pardons and commutations, 
and approving over-spending on 
state contracts, 

With three branches of govern- 
ment, voters have direct input into 
two, the legislative and adminis- 
trative. As for the judiciary, the 
Governor's Council is the only 
avenue for input, Harris said. 
While several legislators have 
recently come out in favor of 
abolishing the Governor's Council, 
Harris would like to try to change 
the people involved and make it 
work. He advocates having people 
on the council with management 
skills. 
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Harris is an advocate for updating 
the management of the court 
system. He wants courts to have 
good record-keeping systems, For 
starters, he wants every judge to 
have a computer terminal in the 
courtroom. He wants judges to be 
computer literate, to have good 
management skills. 

"Being the computer capital of 
the world, there is no excuse to 
allow these flaws to continue in the 
system," he said, He is critical of 
courts making mistakes which 
result in miscarriages of justice, 

His own background includes 
seven years working as a senior 
management analyst with a Boston 
engineering firm in the managing 
of the construction of a complete 
city in Saudi Arabia. He is now an 
independent consultant to the 
nuclear power industry in such 
areas as emergency planning issues 
and public information. 

A function of the council which 


Harris said could serve the public 
Se 


well is the review of change orders 
or overcharges on state contracts. 
Harris wants to be involved with 
closely scrutinizing the change 
orders and holding contractors to 
the original terms of the contracts 

"Somebody on the council has to 
have a background in contracts and 
building," he said. 

He charges that the incumbent has 
been out of state more than home, 
and has been largely an invisible 
member of the council. Harris said 
that Markey has begun attending 
more council meetings this year, 
but that historically, it has been 
impossible to reach him. 

Harris ran against Markey four 
years ago, and had to file suit to get 
information on the council that was 
supposed to be public. He charges 
that he wasn't given that informa- 
tion until after press deadline the 
day before the election. 


He is, however, opposed to re- 
quiring women to notify their 
spouse, saying he does not believe 
the government belongs in a deci- 
sion that should remain within the 
home. 

Krekorian said he would work to 
see that Wilmington is no longer 
split among three representatives. 
In his closing statement, he said 
you would no longer wonder what 
your representative does. 

Trainor said she did not believe 
the campaign’ should be about 
Republicans and Democrats, but 
should be a selection of who speaks 
best for you and represents you. 

She said that if elected, she 
intends to go door to door to stay in 
touch with the voters.

Chairman Dennis Poltrino asked 
for more time to study the plan. 
Roussell suggested members walk 
the site and look at concerns that 
would be covered in the order of 
conditions. He added, in the past, 
engineers from Dana Perkins have 
always taken “a very thorough" 
approach to their job.

When 
decisions are voted, it's poor practice to reverse that decision at a 
later time. This only creates a sense of instability in the system.

Dear Larz: 

On behalf of the Town of 
Wilmington and the Wilmington 
Recycling Advisory Committee I 
wish to thank all of the residents 
for your strong support of the 
Town's recycling program. The 
drop off center has passed its one 
year anniversary on October 14, 
1990. 

During the planning stages of the 
drop off center the Recycling 
Advisory Committce projected that 
the Town would recycle 
approximately five percent of its 
waste stream. This would account 
for 550 tons of material being 
recycled in the first year. As of 
October 13, 1990 the Town has 
recycled 553 tons of solid waste. 
The fact that the Town was able to 
exceed its projection for recycling 
is due totally to the support and 
commitment of the residents of the 
Town of ‘Wilmington. And for 
that, the committee is greatly 
appreciative. 

We are now looking to continue 
and improve upon our recycling 
efforts. And on that basis the 
Recycling Advisory Committee has 
established a goal of recycling 800 
tons of material in this second year 
of our program. 

Leaves make up a significant 
portion of the materials being 
recycled. This past year the Town, 
through your efforts, collected 276 
tons of leaves. As you can see that 
item along comprised half of the 
Town's total of 553 tons of 
recycled material. This year with a 
much improved curbside leaf 
pickup program the Town is 
hoping to recycle at least 400 tons 
of leaves. 

The dates for the curbside pickup 
Program are the week of October 
29 and the week of November 26. 
During each of those two weeks 
Waste Management will pick up 
leaves at curbside Monday through 
Friday following their regular 


trash collection schedule. If, for 
example, your trash is normally 
picked up on Tuesdays then your 
leaves will also be picked up on 
Tuesday during the weck of 
October 29 or during the weck of 
November 26. 

You should place your leaf bags 
to the right of your driveway as 
you face the road and place the 
trash bags to the left of your 
driveway as you face the road. In 
addition, the Town would prefer 
that you use clear plastic bags. If 
you are unable to have your leaves 
available for curbside collection 
you may also take your leaves to 
the drop off center located on Old 
Main Street during the hours of 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. each Saturday. If 
you have questions you can call 
Bob Palmer, DPW Superintendent 
at 658-4481 or myself at the Town 
Hall 658-3311. With your 
continued commitment we can 
reach the 800 ton goal this year.

There are obviously many issues to 
be decided. While the environment 
may not be the major one, it will be 
affected by your vote. Here is one 
man's opinion on some 
Referendum. questions - and

The wording of, Question 2, 
which is sponsored by a state 
employces' union, is deceptive. It 
purports to minimize the use of 
consultants. hired by the state. A 
consultant can be registered 
visiting nurse, a social service 
worker or an engineer. These 
consultants provide specialized 
service on an as needed basis. 

If Question 2 passes, an estimated 
40,000 full time state workers with 
their benefits and pensions would 
need to be hired to replace the 


part-time private sector 
employees. From. an 
environmental perspective, 


projects currently being designed 
would be delayed or halted. This 


and hazardous waste cleanups. A 
"yes" vote would adversely affect 
the state's economy and 
environment It makes no sense to 
increase the state's payroll to do 
jobs that can be more efficiently 
done by part-time consultants. 

Question 3 has been widely 
debated from many perspectives. If 
passed, it would effect state 
programs that fund bridge repairs, 
sewage treatment plants, sewer 
extensions and wasteworks 
improvements. Those of , you 
waiting to have the town extend 
sewer mains to your house will 
have a longer wait. The temporary 
repairs underway on the 
Burlington Avenue Bridge would 
not be affected; the permanent 
improvements would be another 
matter. You can expect to be 
charged a fee for trash pickup. 
Look ‘for local capital 
improvements projects to be 
canceled. A crumbling 
infrastructure is a prescription for 
economic disaster. 

The next governor will obviously 
have an impact on environmental 


issues. Weld and Silber have 
different agendas for a cleaner 
state. In general, Silber has more 
conservative views and tends to be 
against state regulations that would 
exceed federal mandates. Weld 
maintains a more moderate stand 
on the key issues and seems to be in 
agreement with the state's current 
environmental programs and 
direction. 

The candidates have contrasting 
stances on the Boston Harbor 
Cleanup. Silber has expressed 
opposition to the secondary 
treatment plant at Deer Island 


calling it a waste, He would ask 
Congress for an exemption from 
this requirement. Previous 
attempts by the state to obtain an 
exemption, were rejected by EPA. 
He would favor a reduced level of 
sewage treatment and more 
emphasis on correcting combined 
sewer overflows, which dump.raw 
sewage into the harbor during 
tainstorms. Weld supports 
secondary treatment, but if 
technological advances made it 
possible achieve the same degree of 
treatment with a cheaper 


alternative, he would support it. 

Weld has sponsored recycling 
legislation in the past. He believes 
that the state can achieve its goal of 
recycling 46 percent of its trash 
within 10 years. He also is in favor 
of the state making low interest 
loans available for recycling 
facilities. Silber, while not against 
the concept of recycling, calls the 
goal unrealistic and unenforceable. 
He feels that trash disposal plans 
will need to include more 
incineration. 

On the air quality front, Silber 
opposes the adoption of the 
California auto emissions standards 
because they are tougher than the 
federal regulations. He feels that 
they would put the state at an 
economic disadvantage. Weld 
would support the tougher 
emissions standards if the other 
New England states also adopted 
them. 

Surveys indicate that the 
economy is the key issue in this 
election. Voters should remember 
however, that our economy and 
environment are inexorably 
linked.

Should candidates 
be restricted to 
major parties only?

Wanting a broader democracy 
through more candidate choices 
during an election might seem like 
a simple request to some, but to 
others it seems chaotic and 
confusing. 

Question 4 is an initiative petition 
that proposes to change the 
requirements for political parties 
and candidates, 

Voters would be allowed to 
register under a_ political 
designation other than Indepen- 
dent, Republican, or Democrat. 
Any group could qualify as a 
political party under Massachusetts 
law. And voters would have the 
right to sign the nomination papers 
of more than one candidate for the 
same office. 

Also, the number of signatures 
required for ballot eligibility 
would be reduced. Independent 
candidates would be required to 

“get 0.5 percent of the previous vote 
for governor or about 10,000 
signatures rather than two percent 
or 40,000 signatures. 

"Voters of Massachusetts deserve 
more choice, I agree whole- 
heartedly. There hasn't been much 
choice for the past generation. The 
Democrats have taken over,” said 
Ted Frier, press secretary for 
Republican Party Chairman Ray 
Shamie. "We're trying to really 
give voters a choice. But what 
could end up happening is that the 
Democrats will continue to have a 
majority because people would be 
spilt among many candidates,” he 
continued. 

Frier also believes that this 
petition would not be necessary 
because people could choose to 
write in other candidates, 

"If people feel they would like to 
vote for someone they could write 
it in, The opportunities are there,” 
said Frier. 

‘The Conimittee for Fair Ballot 
Access’are the proponents who 
organized and wrote the petition. 
They feel that a broader dem- 
gcracy will come out of their 
petition, And that it could only 
clarify an election to people rather 
than confuse them. 

“This will allow people to 

participate in"an process where 
they can become a candidate and 
give people a choice to decide who 
to vote for," said Elyse Mendel, 
Outreach Coordinator for the 
Committee for Fair Ballot Access. 
"The only one's who'll be confused 
will be the Democrat and 
Republican Parties. We'll be 
clarifying it (an election) to people 
so that there will be a mix (of 
choices) more than just one or 
two," she continued, 
. Mendel believes that the petition 
is a strong one and once people 
hear of it, they will definitely 
Support it. "The biggest difficulty 
is getting the word out," she said. 

With the media focusing its 
attention to Question 3 it's been 
difficult to let voters know what 
Question 4 is all about. They are 

eking an easier route for 
independent candidates so that they 
will be recognized more and will 

ave a better chance to get on the 
allot, 

"I certainly recognize the need 
for underfunded candidates. But I 

on't think that this is anything 
nique," said Mary Fifield, 

irector of Communications of

Fifield believes that this petition 
‘will create confusion not only from 
what it proposes to do but also 
from the language it uses in the 
actual petition.

minimize the state's use of 
consultants and roll back taxes. 
They seem like simple issues, but 
the language used in each 
referendum makes it complicated. 

"I think we should continue to 
search for a way to provide a 
broader democracy but I'm not 
sure this ballot question is the way 
to do it," Fifield said. 

Another argument of the 
opponents is that they're afraid that 
these so called ‘easy’ requirements 
might let in candidates who are 
unworthy or not serious about 
being in a governmental role. Frier 
said that you can get on the ballot 
with hard work, he said that even 
in this election the High-Tech Party 
has a candidate for governor, Len 
Umina. 

"We feel that the ballot should be 
reserved for scrious contenders,” 
he said. "If there are no restrictions 
then there might be one person 
with no supporters who could be 
on the ballot. The ballot should be 
some kind of orderly, reasonable 
choice," he continued. 

Frier regards the ballot as a 
"serious instrument to nominate 
people who are going to lead this 
state," land should not be taken 
lightly or for granted. 

Mendel said that in support of the 
petition, she hopes to gain votes 
simply by saying that it would be 
beneficial to have more choices in 
an election that might lead to new 
programs and “new voter 
dialogue."

TWO TYPES of 
CHOLESTEROL 


Itis important forus to have some choles- 
terol available in our bodies to serve as 
building blocks for body cell membranes, 
vitamin D, and a number of hormones. And 
of the two major types of cholesterol, one 
seems beneficial and the other can ad- 
versely affect health when present in ex- 
cess. 

Two of the types of cholesterol that re- 
searchers have identified are referred to as 
LDL (low density lipoprotein cholesterol) 
and HDL (high density lipoprotein choles- 


terol) LDL cholesterol is associated the the 
development of heart disease and stroke. It 
is deposited inside the blood vessels, in- 
cluding those in the heart. Blood flow be- 
comes restricted as the openings inside the 
vessels become more narrow. 

HDL cholesterol is beneficial in that 
appears to clear LDL cholesterol from the 
bloodstream. For optimum health, it is 
important to keep blood LDL cholesterol 
levels low and blood HDL cholesterol 
levels high. Although a number of medi- 


cines help lower total blood cholesterol 
levels, many authorities believe that the 
most important approach is cutting back on 
saturated fats such as in beef and pork, and 
cooking with polyunsaturated cooking oils.

Question 5: How much local aid? 


by Denise De Guglielmo 

In this era of fiscal distress, local 
aid has been cut along with other 
areas of the state budget. Question 
5 is about local aid to cities and 
towns, and whether it should have a 
protected status. 

This initiative petition proposes 
to restore the Local Aid Fund to 40 
percent of the state income, sales, 
and corporate taxes, and the ba- 
lance of the state lottery fund, The 
fund would be distributed to cities 
and towns on a quarterly basis, 
receiving at least the same amount 
of local aid it received in the 
previous fiscal year unless the fund 
decreased. 

"It will allow cities and towns in 
general 1o make a more accurate 
assessment of where to allocate 
their aid," said Wilmington Town 
Manager Michael Caira. 

If an increase occurs in fiscal yar 
1992, over the level of the fiscal 
year 1989 fund, half of that 
increase will be distributed in the 
formula used for fiscal year 1989. 
The other half will be distributed 
among cities and towns in pro- 
portion with their population. 

In each year after 1992, if the 
fund increases, the excess will be 
distributed through a formula 


devised by the State Secretary of 
Administration and Finance. If the 
fund decreases after 1992, cities 
and towns will have their amount 
decreased by the same percentage. 

“A serious down side to all of this 
would be a drying up of services 
such as care for the elderly and 
mentally ili, programs for child- 
ren such as foster care and 
welfare," said John McManus, 
Executive Director of Massa- 
chusetts Council of Human Service 
Providers Inc. "Programs pro- 
vided by the state would have to be 
transferred back to the cilies and 
towns,” he continued. 

Also, this law would require the 
Treasurer to publish an annual 
report about the Local Aid Fund, 
the State Auditor to publish an 
annual audit of the account, and 
that the Secretary of Adminis- 
tration and Finance to issue each 
cily and town an estimate of funds 
it will receive from the Local Aid 
Fund. 

"It asks for too big of an increase 
in local aid," said Susanne Tomp- 
kins, Vice President and Driector 
of Research for Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation. "It would 
be nice, but there just isn't enough 
money,” she continued. 


Opponents such as the Massa- 
chusetts Taxpayers Foundation are 
arguing that there isn't enough 
moncy in the state's budget that 
could allow an increase of local aid 
from 26 percent to 40 percent, a 
common argument in this and the 
third referendum questions. 

"The state budget has increased, 
the local budget has decreased,” 
said David Baier, Director of 
Public Affairs for Massachusetts 
Municipal Association. "The state 
has money. This is about making 
prioritics,"he continued. 

Baier believes that the state has 
enough money to provide this 
increase in local aid. He said that 
the problem isn't low amounts of 
money, it's with reorganizing the 
budget so that local aid becomes a 
priority. This will allow the local 
services that were cut previously, 
to return, and protect the ones that 
survived 

"We're trying to protect local 
services such as welfare, police and 
fire departments, and snow and ice 
removal,” said Baier. 

Tompkins said that the state has 
tried to balance the budget, "but we 
sull have revenue decline, decline, 
and decline," Also if the fund 
increases in fiscal year 1992 over

the level of fiscal year 1989, half of 
that will be distributed to cities and 
towns according to population. She 
said this is unfair because local aid 
is needed in areas of distress rather 
than wealth. 

McManus added that this 
refrendum is a very selfish request, 
especially "when there is no money 
to come in and replace it." Being 
from the Massachusetts Council of 
Human Service Providers, he's 
worried about those providers who 
might lose their jobs. He's 
convinced that it will affect them 
simply because most other things in 
the budget are fixed. 

"I wouldn't characterize it as 
selfish. They fail to take into 
consideration the amount of 
services that are provided," said 
Town Manager Caira, stating that 
there are so many vital services 
that are provided locally, this 
referendum could only benefit 
them. 

Whether you're speaking from a 
state or local level, there is a great 
difference of opinion, Some 
believe it will be beneficial others 
say it's just too much to ask for. Or 
is this just a sacrifice that the state 
has to make in order to please its 
cities and towns?

They'll be stunned, mysufied. 

Conversely, uy telling the bigger 
monsters that you'll gladly offer a 
Snickers bar if they'll spare your 
pumpkin. Dream on. 

But this year, just for a chuckle, 
let's not give it to the evil goblins. 
Fight back! They'll be cruising up 
your strect, in search of trouble, so 
let them have what they want... but 
do it on your terms. 

Why should kids have all the fun? 

Pumpkins attract evil goblins like 
moths to a flame. Carved, candied 
Jack-o-lanterns are the hottest items 
on the goblin circuit, as they're the 
easiest to locate in the dark. Before 
you can say, "Hey, get out of my 
yard!" the pumpkin is rolling into 
the oncoming taffic on Route 38. 

You know it, the goblins know it, 
the cops know it.

Neighbors not pleased 
with new subdivision 


Henry L. Drive is a street which 
is being constructed, off Wobum 
Street, Wilmington, and 1s directly 
opposite to Federal Street. Henry 
L. leads to four or five developable 
house lots, on property which, 200 
years ago belonged to descendants 
of the Rev, Thomas Carter of 
Woburn. One could call the 
property "Carter land." 

One home had to be demolished, 
to develop Henry L. Drive, and an 
adjoining house as left with in- 
sufficient frontage, etc, but with 
33,000 feet of land. That lot was 
the subject of a Board of Appeals 
hearing on October 23, 

A part of the proposal was to 
deed off 13,000 square feet, to 
become part of another houselot. 
Neighbors were present to speak 
on the subject. 

John and Mary Quinn were not 
pleased. "You are creating a high- 
density neighborhood" he told the 
appeals chairman. He also objected 
to the drainage. Bruce MacDonald, 


the chairman, stated that drainage 
is not a subject for the Board of 
Appe It is a function of the 
Conservation Commission. 

The statements become involved, , 
with several of the "newer" type of 
committees being named. Mrs. 
Quinn told MacDonald that "you 
have the power to deny." 

John R. Burke, 513 Woburn St., 
seemed to be amused. He was 
smiling when he asked, "shouldn't 
there be two hearings, one for a 
subdivision?"

But Frank bought up the claims 
for land near his home, over the 
years, and assembled a total of five 
modern houselots. Not many of the 
former "streets" could be used. He

=$428.60. times 12 equals your 
total Social security income. The 
$28.60 is part B of Medicare.

Redmen need 
wake-up call 


Somcone had better give Tewksbury High School's football offense 
a wake up call before Saturday afternoon's Merrimack Valley 
Conference showdown with the Chelmsford Lions (4-2-0). 

The Redmen crept and crawled past the Methuen Rangers, 14-6 
Saturday afternoon thanks largely to a veteran defense, while just 
down the road in Lawrence, at least the Wilmington Wildcats were 
interesting in dropping a 20-6 decision to Lawrence Central Catholic 
(4-2-0). 

Saturday's results left coach Joe DelGrosso's Redmen all alone in 
first place with a 5-1-0 slate and ranked number three in Division I 
with a 13.50 rating. 

Only Peabody (6-0-0, 14.83) and New Bedford (6-0-0, 14.66) are 
rated higher than Tewksbury in Division I. Chelmsford comes to 
Doucette Field ranked 10th (10.33) fresh off an upset at the hands of 
the much improved Haverhill Hillies. The conference race itself is a 
typical MVC logjam, with the Redmen just one game in front of 
Chelmsford, Haverhill, Andover and Central Catholic. 

The Tewksbury offense, once thought to have many weapons and in 
high gear, has been stagnant for three weeks now. Saturday's victory 
was about as exciting as watching your grandmother bake cookies on 
a Sunday afternoon, 

Look for some adjustments against Chelmsford Saturday, because if 
the offense does not take flight, the Redmen will be handed their 
second loss of the season. The team should have no reason to come out 
flat Saturday, since a conference championship and a berth in the 
Division I Super Bowl are both still real possibilities. 

The offense did display flashes against a Methuen team that played 
without starting quarterback Shane Jozokos. The Redmen scored on 
their first drive when junior quarterback .Dana Boudreau connected 
with Sean Mackey on a 63 yard TD toss. Mackey toed the conversion 
and the Redmen had a 7-0 first quarter lead. 

The remainder of the first half saw the Redmen offense go straight 
in the dumper with three fumbles killing drives, two coming inside 
the Methuen 35 yard line 

The second half saw the only other offensive burst for Tewksbury, 
as running back Tim Lightfoot (125 yards) capped a six play, 8) yard 
march with a 33 yard burst through the middle of the Methuen 
defense.

That lead was safe considering that the Mcthuen offense consisted of 
fullback dives and desperation heaves by sophomore quarterback 
Craig McKenzie. Methuen did finally score on one of McKenzie's 
wobblers as he found Brian Brooks with a 13 yard TD pass very late 
in the final quarter, Brooks made a nice leaping catch, but it was too 
little, too late for the Rangers, 

Wilmington appears ready to score some points this Friday night (7 
p.m. start) at Dracut High School. The Wildcats battled defending 
MVC champion Central Catholic tooth and nail, trailing 7-6 in the 
third quarter until Matt Shaheen intercepted a John O'Reilly pass and 
returned it 63 yards for a backbreaking touchdown, Central's Mike 
Lumia iced it for the home club when he scored from two yards out 
late in the fourth quarter for the 20-6 final. 

The Wildcats again showed flashes with their mad-bomber offense 
however. After falling behind 7-0 in the first quarter, Wilmington 
came back with a nice second quarter drive that was capped by a four 
yard touchdown pass from O'Reilly to sophomore Tom Killilea. The 
score was set up by an O'Reilly to Bob Voner 29 yard connection. 

O'Reilly completed 22 of 45 passes Saturday for 184 yards and the 
touchdown, but again made his share of mistakes (five interceptions) 
in learning his trade under coach Ed Harrison and offensive 
coordinator Russ Cabral, 

If the Wilmington offense can avoid key mistakes the Middies can be 
beaten Friday night.

Dying for winter to arrive

This is the dying time of the year. 
Countless life forms are preparing 
for their long winter sleep, or just 
dying off, or preparing to eke out a 
difficult living in the harsh winter. 

Hairless critters use all manner of 
ways to avoid winter. 

Frogs and turtles burrow into the 
mud, there to hibernate until the ice 
thaws in the spring. Exactly how 
they do that, to me, is a mystery. 

Do frogs keep gradually slowing 
down, from the cooler temperature 
of autumn, until one day they make 
the fateful decision? How can they 
have the energy to do that? Do they 
take one last, deep breath and just 
plow into the mud and instantly fall 
asleep for six or seven months, 

Amazing. It truly is. 

Incidently, some cold-bloods also 
sleep in summer, to avoid the peak 
hot months, That summer sleep is 
known as “estivation,” the opposite 
of hibernation, in case you're ever 
on Jeopardy and Alex asks you. 

Fish don't really care what season 
itis. Cold weather doesn't slow the 
fish down, unlike a popular rumor 
to that effect. I've heard people say 
that bass, in particular, get sluggish 
under the ice, but I disagree. Every 
time I hook a bass while ice fishing, 
I can always tell when its a bass on 
the line because the line will scream 
off the reel. Hardly sluggish 

However, fish can die off during 
winter, When snow covers the ice, 
it cuts off sunlight to the plants. The 
oxygen level of a frozen pond 
drop dramatically, due to de f 
plants taking up available oxygen, 
with little being replaced. Very 
shallow ponds are particularly vul. 
nerable to "winter kills" like this, 
even if the pond doesn't freeze to 
the bottom. 

Most mammals ride out the tough 
winter months, but not all. Bears, 
as we all know from grade school, 
take a long winter sleep, although 
the feed heavily to build up a layer 
of fat before the snooze. During the 
January Thaw, bears occasionally 
pop out for a quick snack, then back 
to the business of sleeping. 

People once thought that mice too 
hibernated through the winter, but 
that theory is long gone. The mice 
tunnel ufder the snow, building an 
elaborate network of ice castles in 
miniature. In spring, look for long 
gouges cut into the grass of a field 
when the snow departs. Those are 
the passages and tunnels dug by the 
mice. Interesting. 

The mice don't live entirely in 
their ice caves,/however, and when 
they appear on top of the snow, all 
sorts of predators are ready to give 
them fits 

Coyotes, foxes, hawks, weasels, 
mink -- take your pick. Even the 
wolves can live on a diet of mice in 
winter, although it takes plenty of 
mice to make a meal.

Other mammals also tough it out 
through the winter, including the 
local gray squirrel. We all know 
that squirrels bury nuts for winter 
survival, bul now do they find them 
again? (Note: they don't find them 
all, which is good for the nut trees. 
Squirrels accidently plant their own 
food supply.) 

A recent edition of Smithsonian 
magazine had a story on squirrels, 
which were allowed to bury nuts in 
a fenced enclosure. Researchers 
dug up the nuts and replaced them 
with others, then let the squirrels 
back in. The squirrels were able to 
find locate of the nuts, which rules 
out the theory that they locate their 
caches by smell. They remember 
where they put them 

Plants too make ready for winter 
survival, in a number of ways. The 
majority simply die about now. 

Annual plants have already made 
and scattered their seeds, in ways 
beyond counting. From burrs that 
stick to your socks, to seeds that the 
birds leave on your windshield, to 
nuts buried by squirrels, plants are 
able to spread themselves around. 

Other plants, however, survive 
the winter. 

Trees, in particular, draw down 
they precious bodily fluids, which 
would freeze, and instead store the 


sap in their roots, below the freeze 
line in the ground. If the January 
Thaw gets too warm, the trees may 
allow sap to start rising, "thinking" 
that it's spring. Then, when the bite 
of winter returns, sap may freeze in 
the trunk, causing the poor tree to 
Split or even explode. Yes they do. 

And that's why leaves changes 
color in the fall. The tree, feeling 
the cold, or perhaps by noting that 
the days are getting shorter, starts 
to divert sap away from the leaves. 
The leaf, without the sap, dries up, 
displaying the terrific colors that 
were there all along, hidden by the 
life-giving sap.

Dear Larz: 

It is important for voters, while 
deciding how to vote on Question 
3, to consider the following points: 

1.) Many voters may be inclined 
to go with Question 3 because 
Proposition 2 1/2 worked out 
fairly well. This reasoning is faulty 
because Prop 2 1/2 was phased in 
while Question 3 is a large cut all at 
once. Furthermore, 2 1/2 has 
worked largely due to increases in 
local aid since 1981. If Question 3 
passes, local aid may be 
diminished, and consequently 2 1/2 
maybe put in jeopardy. 

2.) Believe it or not, 
Massachusetts is not "Taxachu- 
setts,” Two and a half addressed the 
Property tax problem when real 
estate levies were 70 percent above 
the national average. Now, the 
overall tax burden is roughly in the 
middle of the 50 states relative to 
personal income. In fact, the state 
tax burden is about a billion dollars 
below the CLT sponsored limit 
approved by voters in 1986 when 
the tax limitation statute passed. 

3.) People are really mad at the 
way laxes were raised (sometimes 
in the dead of night), mad at 
Dukakis, mad at the hacks, and 
justifiably so. But does it make 
sense to create chaos, as opposed to 
giving the new governor and 
legislature a shot at orderly 
restructuring? Of course not. 

4.) | have called for large cuts in 
state taxes in the past. But the past 
is not now. In the past, the state 
enjoyed a surplus and a robust 
economy, so it made sense to cut 
taxes so new programs would not 
be created. But now, revenues are 
off, the economy sluggish. We can 
cut the budget, certainly, but it 
makes much more sense to do it 
gradually, The best analogy I can 
think of is a diet - you're supposed 
to lose weight gradually. Nobody 
who is responsible suggests you try 
to lose all the fat you need to lose 
all at once, 

If you believe in the time honored 
advice that haste makes waste, slow 
and steady wins the race, and Rome 
wasn't built in a day, then a "no" 
vote on Question 3 is the wiser 
course to take as we put a bunch of 
new people on Beacon Hill.

At summer's end, while the 
thoughts of most townspeople are 
still on last minute summer trips, 
getting ready for school or 
enjoying the last bit of relative 
freedom before the rush of fall 
activities, the Board of Selectmen 
held a brief meeting just before the 
special town meeting. The 


Selectmen's meeting, rather than 
being held at the usual town hall 
site, took place at the High school 
and attendance was relatively 
Sparse, Except for an article on 
page two of the Town Crier a week 
earlier, there was little public 
discussion ahead of the meeting 
about the one item agenda; and the 
meeting itself was not televised, as 
it usually is - perhaps because of 
the different location and the Town 
Meeting to follow. 

For all of these reasons, the 
Wilmington Council of Churches 
voted unanimously, at its last 
meeting to ask the Town Crier if 
you would publish the letter which 
I wrote to the Selectmen, and the 
Rev, Dean presented at that 
Selectmen's meeting.

Dear Selectmen; 

I'm writing to express my strong 
objections to the proposal to allow 
Sunday liquor store openings in the 
Town of Wilmington. While 
Proponents of that proposal have 
secmed to suggest in the press that 
such openings are a forgone 
conclusion now that the legislature 
has opened a loophole for stores 
near New Hampshire, I would 
emphatically argue that there are a 
number of very valid reasons for 
such stores to remain closed on 
Sundays. While the legislature may 
have made such openings possible 
they still have given local towns the 
authority to deny Sunday liquor 
business. And perhaps for good 
reasons. Following are just few of 
those reasons why I would urge 
your negative vote on this 
proposal. 

1, While certainly this proposal 
does not deny religious freedom, 
and rightly avoids Sunday morning 
openings (a. traditional..worship 
hour for many), the proposal does 
continue a recent and tragically 
growing tend in our society to 
treat Sunday as just another 


workday. Our local Council of 
Churches, which I have the 
privileges of chairing this year, has 
consistently opposed Sunday 
business and other secular Sunday 
activities, and not just on religious 
grounds. We are concerned that 
families have a day of rest, set 
apart from other days - a day to be 
with their families, and a day when 
we do not have the compulsion to 
be busily running about 
consuming, buying and working - 
now an almost non-stop pattern, 
seVen days a week. 

With more businesses open, more 
people have to work, and 
increasingly the nuclear family is 
becoming an endangered species, 
for families have no time to spend 
with each other, While admittedly 
this seems to be a growing pattern 
in our society, that does not mean 
we have an obligation to allow that 
pattern to continue unchecked. The 
legislature gave local towns the 
authority to say "no" for a reason. 

2. While not necessarily opposed 
to liquor sales per se, I would 
argue that the end of a weekend is a 
dangerous time to allow even more 
liquor on the market.With more 
spare time on their hands, people 
may well tend to drink more than 
they should, and my guess would 
be that our local police would tell 
you that drinking and driving 
problems increase on the 
weekends. This proposal would 
only add more fuel to the fire, On 
the other hand those who wish to 
drink moderately on the weekends 


have plenty of opportunity to 
“stock up" if necessary before the 
weekend. 

3. Wilmington is still a rather 
quict town on Sundays, and my 
guess is that most residents like it 
that way. If we become instead a 
town on the edge of the Sunday 
liquor sales area, how much will 
this encourage out of town traffic 
and "beer runs" into Wilmington 
from towns further south? 

4. As a pastor whose church plays 
host to three different weekly 
Alcoholics Anonymous groups I'm 
familiar enough with alcoholism to 
know that weekends are the most 
difficult time for those suffering 
from that unfortunate disease, 
because people have more time on 
their hands and the temptation to 
fill it with drink increases. That 
decision of whether to drink or not 
must of course ultimately be left to 
the individual, but by refusing to 
encourage even more liquor sales 
we would assist the many people 
for whom the disease of alcoholism 
is a terrible struggle. 

Please understand that contrary 
to stereotypes, neither I, as pastor, 
nor I would guess most of 
Wilmington's church community is 
against people having fun and 
enjoying themselves, no matter 
what day of the week. We would 
simply question whether on 
balance Sunday liquor sales are 
worth , in dollars and cents, the 
cost we would have to pay in the 
continuing erosion of a valuable 


day of rest for us all. And we 
wonder whether it would be worth 
the erosion to the quality of human 
life in our town that would result 
from the adoption of this proposal 

My apologies for not being able 
to come to speak with you in 
person, but a prior commitment 
necessitated my being away from 
Wilmington at the time of your 
meeting. | trust that you will act in 
the best interests of the whole 
town, Clearly it is my belief that a 
no vote on the proposed Sunday 
openings would best serve those 
interests.

At this point, leaving 
the person on the other end of the 
phone, I boldly and very loudly 
told Mr. Sowyrda to "get out"...as 
he made his exit he stated that he 
would see me in court on Monday. 


I have met Mr. Sowyrda on three 
occasions at the Senior Center. On 
the first encounter he was told 
about the policies of the Council 
and complied. He also sat in the 
lobby for a good half hour or more 
and he was very congenial. The 
second encounter was at our 
Halloween Dance. I happened to be 
coming out of my office when Mr. 
Sowyrda entered the building with 
a friend..,with his button on. He 
asked me if he could buy a ticket to 
eat. I explained that tickets were 
sold prior to the event and that we 
were already overbooked for the 
catered meal. He politely said "ok" 
and left. The third time you just 
read. 

In the almost nine years that I 
have directed the programs and 
activities at the Tewksbury Senior 
Center and among the many 
encounters I have had \with 
politicians, I have never exper-_ 
ienced the likeness of Mr 
Sowyrda, In fact everyone has 
complied with our rules. 

I quiver to think of Mr. Sowyrda 
holding public office; I am 
shocked that he did not exercise 
respect for the Council's policies; 
and, quite frankly, I don't think 
Mr. Sowyrda will make any 
political office unless he first takes 
several courses on ethics, public 
etiquette and diplomacy!.

There is a recession in 
Massachusetts, it isa New England 
regional recession, and a national 
recession also clearly we're in 
difficult economic times. 

In defending the legislature for 
its recent passage of a broad based 
sales tax package, she says that no 
one wants to raise taxes, but unlike 
the federal government, 
Massachusetts cannot operate with 
a deficit. Instead Massachusetts 
must make cuts and raise taxes 
when revenue is low. McGovern 
says that since someone has to bear 
the burden, she prefers to place it 
on the rich, She claims that the 
sales tax passed "stabilizes the 
state's financial business situation 
by exempting small businesses" and 
placing the burden on taxing the 
wealthy "I'd rather have them pay 
the tax." 

McGovern responded to 
questions on the CLT petition by 
saying that "it goes too far."

She finds John Silber's alternatives 
to the petition interesting. The 
gubernatorial candidate calls for a 
combination of cuts and govern- 
ment restructuring to solve 
Massachusetts’ economic woes. 

McGovern emphasizes the 
importance of local aid, saying that 
"cities and towns are very 
dependent on local aid. We must 
stabilize local aid - cut it the very 
least - if at all." Local aid accounts 
fund police, fire, and education, 
without this money you are 
“cutting out the heart of basic 
se 

McGov em realizes that there is a 
growing awareness of environ- 
mental issues. She says that the 
environment had always been very 


‘important especially in her district, 


where she has worked to clean up a 
Billerica landfill. She believes that 
air and water quality are important 
and that these things must be 
achieved in a reasonable way which 
allows business to prosper. But still 
McGovern makes it clear that a 
healthy peony is her top 
priority 

In the election, the incumbent is 
challenged by Lawrence resident 
and business woman Alba Castillo 
(R). In light of the anti incumbent 
mood in Massachusetts she says that 
the voters have every right to be 
mad, “but I hope that the will 
discriminate among people who do 
want change, who work hard, and 
represent them well."

Lawrence businesswoman and 
Republican Alba Castillo does not 
want to be a career politician, She 
just wants to get in, do her job, and 
get out. Castillo is challenging 
incumbent Senator Patricia 
McGovern who has held the 2nd 
Middlesex and Essex District seat 
since 1981. 

Castillo is not your typical 
candidate for public office. She is 
an immigrant from Honduras who 
managed to learn the English 
language, adapt to our culture, 
earn an undergraduate degree in 
Political Science and Juris Doctor 
from Suffolk University in1981. 
She has worked for Attorney 
General Frank Bellotti invest- 
igating Medicaid fraud, she has 
been a member of the Mass- 
achusetts Defenders Committee 
and President of the Lynn League 
of Women Voters. 

A successful businesswoman 

Castillo has also been quite 
successful in private business 
enterprises, She has owned and 
operated her own law practices in 
Lynn and Lawrence since 1982. 
Since 1988 she has taken over eight 
failing insurance agencies and two 
travel agencies all in addition to 
operating her law practice. Castillo 
says that she is a good bus- 
inesswoman and manager and 
would like the opportunity to bring 
her successful budgeting and 
business expertise to state 
government, 

Run the government as a 
business 

Ms, Castillo would "run the 
government as a business, not as a 
bottomless state agency” the way 
the present "experienced" state 
legislators are running it. Castillo 
is opposed to new and increased 
taxes. She cites the new service tax 
andthe temporary income tax hike 
that became permanent saying that 


we face more and more and more 
increases because the present 
administration has overspent and 
wasted past revenue. "A lot of 
people are hurting and angry, that 
anger is turning to fear, fear of 
how to pay their mortgages...the 
state is strangling the working 
man.” 

Government for the people, 
not the legislators 

Castillo poses this argument "If 
your accountant kept making 
mistakes with the books you would 
fire him, Well, we can't fire the 
legislators but we can vote them 
out of office." 

Castillo believes in an "efficient 
government that responds to the 
needs of the people and not the 
legislators." She says the system 
has become a club doing favors for 
one another and not for the people. 
Professional politicians begin to 
answer to special interest groups 
and political action committees 
instead of the people. Castillo 
favors a limitation of terms to keep 
legislators dedicated to constituent 
needs.

Negotiate the CLT petition 
As a fiscal conservative Castillo 
supports the CLT petition, 
reminding us that the petition is the 
sentiment of the citizens, not 
politicians, as a revolt against 
taxes. Castillo does have 
reservations about CLT saying that 
"We do have to negotiate the 
situation to reach efficient and 
sensible grounds to implement (the 
CLT petition)." She continues to 
say that this strengthens her 
candidacy since she could negotiate 
antitax law objectively while her 
opponent, author of the "greatest 
tax hike in history," could not. 
Castillo cautions that "the main 
issue is the state of the state of 
affairs, not CLT." 

Remove fraud from the 
welfare system 

As a Senator, Castillo would 
introduce a_workfare bill which 
would require able bodied people 
to earn their welfare money, She 
says there is fraud in the 
administration as well as by the 
recipients...New Hampshire has 
instituted such a system which 
Castillo says has worked well, 

Castillo would also like to build a 
solid public education system 
which does not collapse every time 
the state makes an accounting 
error. She supports ballot question 
#5 which would mandate 40% of 
all revenue for local aid to fund 
police, fire and education, 

Not a professional politician 

Castillo sees herself as a role 
model for women and citizens in 
general. She is proof that women 
can enter the business world and be 
successful. She would also like to 
combat the belief that only 
politicians can go to Beacon Hill. 
She would like members of the 
community to serve in state 
government, people who under- 
stand the needs of their fellow 
citizens, not the professional 
politicians who are out of touch

1,000 volunteers from 
Reading and beyond to offer 
comfort, security and love - 
as well as plants, muffins and 
movies to Reading’s 
growing community of 
senior citizens.

this year - almost without spend- 
ing a penny. 

More than 1,000 volunteers 
contributed almost 20,000 hours 
to enhance the lives of the elderly 
around them. 

Toddlers gave up their lunch 
hours; school-children baked, 
wrote, designed, worked, and vis- 
ited; families extended themselves 
to embrace new members; area 
businesses generously contributed 
goods and services; and seniors 
themselves reached out to seniors. 

Woburn’s YOGELS, Wake- 
field’s Crystal Garden Club and 
Stoneham’s Inn at Spot Pond 
energized both young and old 
with food for body and soul. 

And everyone’s the richer for 
it. 


he $76,294 of estimated in- 
kind contributions reflect the 
incredible willingness within the 
community to volunteer,” says 
Lois Bond, Reading’s Director of 
Elder Services. “Volunteerism 
within this town is very high, and 
volunteerism begets volun- 
tecrism.” 

In an age when visions of vol- 
unteering must be sacrificed to 
economic realities, this unusual 
willingness to give time and ener- 
gy so freely translates handily into 
senior programs like Meals-on- 
Wheels, Friendly Visitors, 
Cracker Barrel, and Monday at 
the Movies; groups like the 
Knitters, Handifolk, and Lunch 
Bunch; and several other intergen- 
erational, creative ventures. 

“Reading's Meals-on-Wheels 
program is unique because 
although we have a paid coordina- 
tor, volunteers actually deliver the 
meals,” says Bond. “We have 37 
volunteers of all ages. There are 
six different meal routes and a 
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few are arranged so that a parent 
with a child can leave that child in 
the carseat, run up to the door and 
keep a constant eye on the child. 
The seniors love to see the chil- 
dren.” 

Several volunteers work a reg- 
ular job four days a week and vol- 
unteer on their “day off.’ 

“The homebound no longer 
bake for themselves,” says Lee 
Roberts, Elder Services 
Coordinator of Volunteers, “And 
they don’t want a whole pie or 
cake. Camp Fire and Girl Scout 
groups each prepare 35 packages 
of freezable items - brownies, 
cookies, and muffins; and package 
them two ata time in baggies. The 
leaders deliver them to me and I 
freeze them to distribute when 
needed,” 

Scouts, Camp Fire kids and 
participants in Barrows School's 
intergenerational “It’s Good to 
Care” program also make “holi- 
day” tray favors which accompa- 
ny those lunches once a month 
and “sunshine” cards which are 
mailed t@ the appropriate elders 
with stamps which the Reading 
Junior Women’s Club has con- 
tributed, since 1983. 

Members of the St. Athanasius 
confirmation class give of their 
time; and kids also sign up cach 
fall, through Elder Services, to 
rake leaves for clients who need 
their help. 

In its third year at Reading 
High, the student intern program 
pairs a senior high Field Studies 
student with Roberts and her 
team. The student learns about 
human services and gerontology 
from the inside out, adopting and 
visiting a senior cilizen; accompa- 
nying members of the human ser- 
vices department on their rounds; 
and meeting with nursing home 
activities directors, housing 
authority people, representatives 
from Stoncham's Community 
Services Network, a Council on 
Aging board member, and others. 


“Everybody needs a friend,” 
says Roberts, for whom 45 
“Friendly Visitors” represent the 
heart of the town’s volunteer 
effort. “When I train the volun- 
teers, I tell them that whatever 
happens as a friend, let it develop. 
When you become a friend to 
someone and you see their need, 
you're just automatically going to 
do things for them - like taking 
them to the doctor or grocery 
shopping, bringing them meals, 
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straightening up for them. 

“We have a very proud senior 
citizen population but a lot of help 
becomes okay - if it’s offered by a 
friend. My volunteers ask how 
involved they should get and I 
say, ‘You don’t have to be 
involved at all. Just be a friend.’” 

Programs like the new occa- 
sional Medical Escort Service, 
weckly Friendly Visitors, and 
daily Telephone Reassurance 
Calls free the paid staff outreach 
worker to deal with problems that 


are more severe, r 


These programs ensure the 
comfort and safety of seniors in 
their own homes; save the Town 
of Reading thousands of dollars in

What is high blood pressure? 


Everyone has blood pressure; it 
keeps the blood circulating 
throughout the body. But, blood 
pressure that is considered high is 
not good and can cause a number 
of problems if not kept under con- 
trol. In fact, high blood p: 
medically known as hypertension, 
is a major risk factor for coronary 
heart disease and strokes. 


"Blood pressure is the amount 
of force or push that is required to 
circulate the blood throughout the 
bod says Dr. Howard S. 
Richter, a Medford internist. The 
force for the required circulation 
comes from the heart as it "beats" 
or contracts. 

Dr. Richter explains, "A blood 
pressure reading is made up of 
two numbers, for example 120/80. 


The first number (systolic pres- 
sure), always the higher reading, 
ures the pressure as the heart 
contacts and the blood is pushed 
from the heart into the blood ves- 
sels. The second number (dias- 
tolic pressure), the lower reading, 
measures the pressure of the 
blood against the vessel walls 
when the heart is relaxed between 
beats." 

Diastolic blood pressure (the 
lower reading) is the more impor- 
tant one regarding risk factor for 
heart attacks and strokes. A dias- 
tolic blood pressure of 90 is con- 
sidered borderline and is accept- 
able both as a level below which 
treatment Is not necessary and 
target for treatment itself. Lev 
over 90 gencrally require modifi- 
cation of life style or medication,

"One buyer told me kids' music 
was dead and classical music was 
dying," recalls Glenn Sernyk, a 
founder/exccutive with The 
Children's Group.

This year, thousands of people 
will visit neighborhood walk-in 
medics] centers for treatment of 
minor injuries and acute health 
problems. Yet not all of these clin- 
ics are the same - they have vital 
differences between them, says 
Dr. Jon L. Jenkins, Chairman of 
Medicine at 
Winchester Hospital, which oper- 
ates the Woburn Walk-In Center. 

One of the great health care 
success stories of the 1980's is the 
“walk-in clinic," now a familiar 


part of today's landscape. By 
offering patients a convenient 
alternative to emergency rooms 
for handling minor illnesses and 
injuries, the free-standing clinics 
are part of a growing trend to pro- 
vide greater convenience to health 
care consumers, 

Many free-standing clinics are 
franchised businesses, sharing a 
common identity for marketing 
purposes, but otherwise unaffiliat- 
ed with the local medical commu- 
nity. 

"One of the problems with the 
free-standing centers is that there 
is not a very clear relationship 
between the physician who is 
practicing in the walk-in clinic 
and the wide range of specialists 
and the various resources and ser- 
vices in the hospitals," remarks 
Dr. Jenkins. "This can mean there 
is often difficulty for the walk-in 
or clinic physician in arranging 
for a consultation or admission in 
an emergency."

$27,000 van equipped with a 
wheelchair lift, and the side of the 
van will read ‘Reading Elder 
Services - Donated by Friends.”” 

The Council on Aging volun- 
teer board quickly met the chal- 
lenge of raising money for that 
van, appealing to the business 
+ community and individuals for 
donations. “We received one large 
donation and several others which 
ranged from $5 to $2,000,” says 
Bond. “Arnold Berger helped us 
in his usual, generous way; one 
businessman gave a big chunk of 
money in celebration of a busi- 
ness deal in town which had just 
gone well; people who are appre- 
ciative of the service because it’s 
there for their parents made dona- 
tions; and seniors themselves 
gave. 

“Tt was a community effort.” 

As was 80-10-10, the grass- 
roots fundraising group begun in 
the wake of the failure of 
Reading's Prop. 2.5 override and 
committed to donating 80 percent 
of its funds to schools, 10 percent 
to the library, and 10 percent to 
seniors. “Elder Services received 
enough money to be able to pro- 

vide a substitute van driver so the 
van would not have to be taken 
off the road for roughly a month,” 
says Bond. “Part of the fund went 
to complete the salary package for 
the shopping assistance coordina- 
tor through the end of this fiscal 
year, That coordinator makes sure 
her clients have food and 
medicines on the table 365 days a 
year, 
“People really respond to com- 
munity needs.” 

“People” inside and beyond 
Reading are doing themselves 
proud. 

The manager of The Movie 
Loft provides current videos for 
Monday at the Movies, a some- 
times standing room only Senior 
Center attraction. 

Every week, YOGELS in 
Woburn donates a “second har- 
vest” of leftover goodies. “Their 
foods are prepared fresh every 
day,” says Roberts, “and we're 
giving bagels and muffins by the 
bunches to Cracker Barrel, the 
mealsite and our seniors at home.” 

Members of Wakeficld’s 
Crystal Garden Club nurture little 
plants which accompany Elder 
Services staff people as ice break- 
ers on their initial rounds. =~ 

“Atlantic gives us biodegrad- 
able plastic bags. We get a lot of 
nice publicity from the newspa- 
pers. The Junior Women’s Club 
catered our volunteer recognition 
evening. Our town manager Peter 
Hechenbleikner was the chef, and 
several members of town govern- 
ment and their families worked at 
the annual senior holiday dinner, 
which was threatened by budget 
cuts,” says Roberts. 

“We have envelope stuffers, 
office helpers, gardeners, carolers, 
dedicated CATV staff like John

“The volunteers in Reading are 
very supportive and dynamic - the 
whole community gives.” 

Seniors, too, give in abundance 
to seniors and the rest of the com- 
munity, 

The Knitters provide layettes to 
Stoneham’s Inn at Spot Pond, a 
shelter for homeless families; and 
afghans to the V.A. hospital. 

“Reading is a safer place,” says 
Bond, “because of our Handi- 
folk.” 

Volunteers, who’ve “finished 
all the handiwork projects in their 
own homes and want more,” meet 
on the second Friday of each 
month at the Senior Center, bring- 
ing in their own tools, ready to 
“fix it.” They tag each item with 
the cost of the parts they’ve 
replaced, re-invest any profits in 
equipment, and most assuredly 
know their own limits, 

The Handifolk have rewired 
‘most every lamp in the village - 
and do not do chain saws. 

The Strawberry Shortcake 
Crew ran a strawberry festival at 
the Reading YMCA Community 
Carnival, donating all proceeds to 
the carnival “as a way of thanking 
the community for all the support 
they’ve given us,” 

The Lunch Bunch is a stellar 
example of how the volunteer 
spirit rewards everyone involved. 
Two paid staff people run the 
Senior Center's dining room with 
the help of a faithful crew of nine 
volunteers, some of whom have 
been doing lunch for eight years. 

“They set the tables, serve the 
food and help clean up after- 
ward,” says Bond. “They know 
what's going on in people’s lives - 
who’s hurting, who isn’t there, 
how to find out if a person’s in the 
hospital and where to send the 
card. And they post that last infor- 
mation on the bulletin board. 

“They're a very caring group.” 

They care about their peers and 
their community. Almost before 
recycling became the way to go in 
Reading, they were ready to trash 
styrofoam for china. As a result of 
some brainstorming by the Lunch 
Bunch, Bond and Mystic Valley 
Elder Services representatives 
plus a new dishwasher, Reading's 
mealsite is now a model for 
Mystic Valley's other seven com- 
munities. 

And even though the new dish- 
es will mean a heavier load for all, 
the Lunch Bunch was the first to 
say, “Get rid of the styrofoam. 
Look what we're doing to our 
environment. This is a wonderful 
idea. This is great.” 

The message, then, straight 
from the hearts of Bond, Roberts, 
and their “friends” of every age, is 
this: 

Time is money.
